BOCKLAKD, Me., ^ov. 23. Tlic peculiar 


character of the Maine coast, 'with its 
numei-oiis safe harbors scattered along its 
extent, and tbe natural resources ol tbe 
land, cannot fail to impress one with tbe 
etei Diil fltnens of Ihioua as left by the haud 
ot tbe Creator. For instance, bei-d at 
Rockland what would the vast quarries of 
the best lime rock iu the world bave been 
worth if a good harbor bad not been pro- 
vided whence it could be shipped to other 
localities? As it Is, aa almost innumerable 
number of men find employment directly 
through the development of this business. 
The quarries lie about one mile from the 
water [front, OD land but sligbly elerated, 
easily, accessible and 
readily 
worked. 


Where tbe rock does not crop out above 
the ground there Is a layer Of but a few 
feet, of soil above it, and this removed 
and the ledge opened something better 
than the average gold mine is in the 
hands' o( Its 
possessor, for it 
ia cx- 


hanstless and If he does not 
wleh to 


woik it himself there are others who will 
readily pay lor the privilege of doing so. 
Tbe rbck is solid, unbroken by lavers or 
seams, and the metbod of working it. le 
worthy of tbe generation. 
AD entrance to 


llio ledfe having onco been effected a 
depth of about five feet is worked off 
straight across as far as desirable, which 
operation Is repeated again and again, a 
smooth roadway being maintained from 
the entrance lo Ibe "bead" that tbe teams 
may experience no difficulty in loading tbe 
rock from tbe point where It is blasted out. 
Great chasms are thus made, tbe sides of 
which'are olten bounded by a streak of 
stone of a poorer quality. This Is usually 
comparatively thin, and a new chasm will 
bo hollowed out OD the other side, leavln" 
the solid wall as a fantastic partition be°- 
tweeo.tbe two centres of industry. Tbe 
rock is drilled ia a slanting direction with 
what is called a "churn" drill, an experi- 
enced iman being capable of sinking one 
of these from 12 to 16 feet during the day 
according to Ibe texture of tbe rock, and 
tbe blast that follows throws ofl sufficient 
rock for about eigbt or ten casks ol lime. 


Tbe kilns for burning the lime form a 


fringe around nearly the whole water front 
of tbcfcity, continually sending up vol- 
umes of black smoke Irom ibe Ores, which 
are never allowed to go out unless tbe 
kiln requires some repairs. Each kiln Is 
about tdirty feet deep and six feet square 
inside, Bomposed, first, of a pic Into which 
l he burned lime falls; second, of tbe fire 
boxes fed with fuel from two sides, and, 
tbird, of what Is really an immense chim- 
ney, but into which the rock is fed from 
the topv and is kept continually full. 
The 


lime is 'drawn Irom the "pit" three or lour 
times ajday, according to the quality of the 
rock, in quantities of about thirty casks 
at a time, which is at once barreled up 
as soon as cooled. 
Four men arc re- 


quired to run a kiln, who work twelve 
hours each, seven days in the week, for 
$2 per day. 
Two of the men are required 


lo care for the fires and to draw and barrel 
Ihe lime, a third breaks-. Ihe rock into a 
suitable size to become thoroughly burned 
and leeds Ihe kilo, and tbe fourth attends 
the work during the night. About five 
cords ot soft wood are required lo burn 
100 casks of lime, which Is obtained all 
along the coast from Fortlaad to Nova 
Scotia, being delivered here for about $4 
per cord. When wood has gone up In 
price It has sometimes been necessary to 
burn some bituminous coal, though this 
has not.bappened for several year's. 


There are 80 kilns about this city, one- 


half ofj which are owned by tbe Cobb 
Lime Company, which will manufacture 
over 600,000 casks of lime this year. The 
other tialf are 
ID tbe bands of smaller 


manufacturers, who -will make about the 
samei'amount. As each cask is 32 inches 
long outside we have as tbe annnal manu- 
facture-of this ode place alone a line of 
lime casks EDO miles long! With tbe ex- 
ception-of some over 100,000 casks this 
vast amount of lime is shipped from this 
port in cargoes ol from 1300 to 1500 casks, 
requinaje aboot 700 vessels annually. The 
exception mentioned Is shipped by rail di- 
rect to various inland points in [be COUD- 
try. | 


It Is now proposed to constrnct a rail- 


road 'of about three-foot^gauge to convey 
tbe lime rock from the quarries to the 
kilns. A charter for aucb a road was ob- 
tained some years, ago, and will facilitate 
tbe delivery of tbe rock, sa« tbe city a 
large annual amount for repairing the 
roads constantly one up by tbe narrow 
tires of! Ihe cart wheels, and will be bcne- 
fllolal to to the teamitcrs, who will be ee- 
abled t» obtain better wage* by becoming 
employed about tbe kilns. The road Ie 
estimated to cost from $60,000 to (75,000, 
and will; probably be commenced tbii win- 
ter acd finished early In tba spring. Quite 
a portldn. of the rad will be of an elevat- 
ed character in order to deliver tbe rock 
npoD tb* platforms at tbe top of the kilns. 


Tbreelyears ago tbe Cebb Lime Compa- 


ny commenced the manulactare of Port- 
land cement, and now makes about 10;000 
casks per year, yet is unable to supply tbe 
demand) Tbe ingredients are lime and 
clsy, which are subjected to a coarse of 
treatment requiring only water to mix It 
with, and becoming so tenacious when 
solidified as to resist a tensile strength of 
Irom 300 to 400 pounds per square Inch. 
An example shown your correspondent 
was placed In water and- frozen np for a 
period ot fonrteen days, after wblcb It re- 
mained In water for six months, without 
change, inquiring at tbe end of this ten a
